worker who helped to arrange 
the fund-raising dinner. 

Tucker, in a letter to Mark 
R. Holloran, Democratic na- 
tional committeeman for Mis- 
souri, declined to appear at 
the dinner on the ground he 
had not been asked to serve 
on the sponsoring committee, 
“as is customary.” He sent his 
check for $100 as a sponsoring 
member, however. 

Guilfoil, noting reports that 
Mayor Tucker had been slight- 
ed or snubbed by the party 
leaders, said it was difficult 
to pin down in what manner 
the Mayor had been snubbed. 
He added that no slur or snub 
had been intended. 


‘Long, Tough Job.’ 

“Raising money for a ‘politi- 
cal party by giving a large 
dinner is a long, hard, tough 
job,” he said. “It is simply 
not possible to cater to the 
vanity of every elected official 
who feels that he should have 
special treatment. 

“Most of us who did the 
work on this dinner had one 
thing in common—we were not 
on any public payroll, either 
local, state or federal, and we 
were naive enough to believe 
_that those who had been espe- 
cially benefited by politics 
| through election to public of- 
fice, would help us without 
being coaxed to do so. Appar- 
ently, we were wrong.” 

Guilfoil said he undertook 
the onerous task of planning 
_the dinner only because of his 
'deep affection for Holloran. 
| “Mark Holloran is a man of 
_ honor and a man of great abil- 
| ities and the people of Mis- 
souri are fortunate that he is 
willing to devote his great tal- 
‘ents and energies to the po- 
| litical life of this state,” he de- 
| clared. 
| Cites Broad Activities. 
| “Mark Holloran has given 
_generously and warmly of both 
| his wealth and his talents, not 
| only to politics, but also to his 
church, to charity and to a 
wide variety of civic en- 
_deavors.

CALLS FOR WORLD 
PACT ON SHARING 
ONTROL OF MOON 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 26 
(AP)—There is no internation- 
al law to prevent Russia from 
obtaining ownership of the 
moon, the president of Inter- 
national Astronautical Feder- 
ation said last night, 

Andrew G. Haley, Washing- 


ton international law expert, 
spoke on “The Law of the 
Age of Space” at the Interna- 
tional Law Club of Harvard 


Law School. 


“There should be an inter- | 


national agreement that no na- 
tion could use the moon for 
its own purposes,” he said. 
“There should be no colonial- 
ism of the moon.” 

He asserted that “whoever 
gets real control of the moon 
will have gone a long way to 
obtaining mastery of the 
earth.” By planting the Red 
Star or the Soviet flag on the 
moon via a rocket, he said, the 
Russians would be able to lay 
claim to the moon. 

The United Nations and the 
heads of the nations long ago 
should have met to settle space 
jurisdictional problems and 
ownership of the moon, Haley 
said.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (AP) 
—The Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice reversed itself yesterday 
and said that taxpayers would

(AP)—Navy scientists hope to 
launch the first United States 
test satellite a week from to- 
morrow-—just two months after 
Russia's pioneer Sputnik was 
fired into space 

A source high in the Vagn- 
guard satellite project said 
yesterday that Dec. 4 has been 
picked for the attempt.to send 
aloft a six-pound s»nhere six 
inches in diameter 

The attempt, he said, will be 
made about dawn at tne United 
States missile test center, Cape 


Canaveral, Fla If conditions 
are not right at that time, the 
source said, another eftort will 
be made parhaps two days 
later 

Such a test firing would be 
in line with plans previously 
announced Those plans call 
for one or more launchings of 
small test spheres in Decem- 
ber, with a fully instrumented 
21-pound satellite to be fired 
into orbit in March. There has 
been some talk of a January 
launching of the fully-devel- 


oped satellite if the test suc- 
ceeds 
Russia's Accomplishments. 


Russia's first Sputnik, 
launched Oct. 4, was described 
as a 184-pound spheer about 23 
inches in diameter. The Rus- 
sians have said their second 
satellite, fired into the skies on 
Nov. 3 with a dog aboard, 
weighs about half a ton. 

In London, the British sup- 
ply ministry predicted last 
night the rocket will fall this 
weekend, probably Friday. It 
said also it expects Sputnik I 
to come down in Mid-January 


and Sputnik II early in Febru- |

The bulletin was signed by 
the White House physician, 
Maj.

The bulletin said: 

“At 1 p.m. yesterday, upon 
the President's return to the 
White House following the re- 
ception at the airpart of the 
King of Morocco and _ the 
parade through Washington to 
the President's guest house, the 
President told Mrs. Eisenhow- 
er and Gen. Snyder that he 
felt a chill. He went to his 
dressing room immediately, 
and when he lav down to rest.

Clasen Jr., chief of the neuro- 
logical service at Walter Reed 
Hospital. 


“Examination by these physi- 
cians disclosed the President’s 
temperature to be normal, 
blood pressure to be 130/80, 
and pulse 64 and regular. He 
had no abnormal signs or 
symptoms other than a mild 
aphasia (difficulty in speaking). 
The President had no head- 
ache, nausea, vomiting, impair- 
ment of consciousness or 
breathing, convulsions, stiff- 
nes of the neck, paralysis, or 
abnormal reflexes. 


“The President, following 
mild sedation, slept through 
the afternoon, except during 
examinations, and did not 
awaken until 8 p.m., at which 
time he enjoyed a light supper 
in bed. Following this, the 
President picked up a western 
novel and read for half an 
hour. 

“Gen. Snyder later repeated 
the mild sedation. The Presi- 
dent went to sleep at 9 p.m., 
and slept quietly until 5 a.m., 
this morning. He remained 
quietly in bed until 7:15 a.m., 
at which time he was again 
examined by his attending 
physicians. The physical and 
neurological examination again 
showed no abnormalities other 


perceptibly during the inter- 
vening hours.

PARIS, Nov. 26 (AP)—The 
Defense Ministry disclosed yes- 
terday that France has success- 
fully tested two high altitude

Secretary Substitutes for President—Says

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 
(AP)—Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles reviewed North 
African problems for two 
hours with the King of Moroc- 
co today and said their initia! 
talk went “very well.” 

Dulles, who was substituting 
for President Eisenhower, told 
reporters one and possibly two 
additional such conferences 
will be held before Mohammed 
V leaves Thursday morning. 

“It was a preliminary friend- 
ly review of problems of mu- 
tual concern,” Dulles said af- 
ter escorting the King through 
the White House lobby to his 
waiting limousine. 

Problems due to come up 
for major attention included 
the future of United States 
air .bases in Morocco, the 
amount of United States as- 
sistance to the North African 
nation, and the King’s hopes 
for an end to the 2-year-old 
battle between the French and 
the Algerian rebels. 

The first Mohammed-Dulles 
meeting was held in the White 
House cabinet room. 

A number of United States 


conversations if asked to do 
so by the President. 

In a dinner toast last night, 
Nixon called the 48-year-old 
Moroccan ruler “‘a great states- 
man” for his efforts to turn 
his nation into a bridge be- 
tween the Arab countries and 
Europe.

As to Architect’s Fees 
(Telegram) 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I am confident that the intent 
of the editorial, “How to Choose 
an Architect,” was to inform the 
public rather than to unwittingly 
discredit the basic practices of the 
architectural profession. 

After expressing disappointment 
fn the demise of the Governor's 
suggestion that an architectural 
competition be held for “new ideas” 
in medium-security prison design, 
there followed a comparison of the 
customary architectural fee to be 
paid by the state with the lower 
fee paid on federal housing proj- 
ects. 

A comparison of this kind without 
a statement of what is included in 
a 6 per cent fee contract and of 
what is not included in a 1.24 per 
cent fee contract is misleading if 
not an injustice. 

In its brevity, the editorial fails 
on the one hand to distinguish be- 
tween a reasonable fee for build- 
ings of a complex type and reason- 
able fee for buildings with repeti- 
tive parts. And, on the other, 
it omits all reference to a compre- 
hensive fee contract where the 
architect is responsible for all serv- 
ices required and a separate fee 
contract for partial service only.

Recent statements by FHA of- 
ficlals warning against the use of 
second mortgages in connection 
with home financing are very dis- 
couraging to those who must rely 
on such mortgages to make home 
buying possible.

Missiles—But Ideas Too 


In their post-Sputnik reactions, Administration 
leaders have so far largely neglected one aspect 
of the world crisis. This is the urgent need, 
in addition to rapid development of missiles, 
for a creative foreign policy which looks toward . 
a settlement of some of the issues dividing 
East and West. Weapons are needed as a 
shield for our security, but a peace based upon 
weapons alone cannot be a real peace. 

Nowhere is the problem more strikingly illus- 
trated than in Germany. Western intelligence 
sources in Berlin report that the Russians are 
getting ready to establish launching sites in 
East Germany for intermediate-range missiles 
that could deliver hydrogen warheads to any 
target in Europe and North Africa. If that hap- 
pens it cannot be doubted that West Germany 
will become the site of bases for NATO missiles 
aimed eastward. Bonn’s Foreign Minister Von 
Brentano has just visited Washington for talks 
which are hailed as registering full accord. 

Weapon for weapon, base for base, country 
for country—at this level of the arms race there 
may be no alternative to the present ‘course 
which brings us to the brink of making the two 
Germanys into missile platforms. But at the 
higher level of statesmanship and diplomacy 
alternatives do exist, and it is the duty of our 
leadership to work constructively on this plane 
quite as much as it is their duty to protect na- 
tional security on the other plane. 

At the very least, that duty should encompass 
a searching and open-minded re-examination of 
Western policy toward Germany, as suggested 
by George Kennan in his BBC lecture on East- 
ern Europe. The philosopher of the original 
containment policy reminds us that fresh ideas 
and the questioning of facile assumptions are 
virtues to be cultivated at this hour. He has 
the boldness to question the assumption, on 
which the West has been proceeding for years, 
that Germany must be rearmed and must be en- 
rolled on the Western side of the arms race. 

If Germany could be neutralized; if the 
Soviets would withdraw their troops and missile 
bases from the East while NATO withdrew its 
troops and missile bases from the West; if the 
new Germany would accept some limitations on 
its freedom to make war; if European security 
could be based on mutual withdrawal from a 
disarmed zone down the center of the conti- 
nent—then, as Mr. Kennan suggests, a whole 
chain of unsolved problems affecting Eastern 
Europe and indeed the whole continent might 
be profoundly affected. 

Perhaps such a European settlement is im- 
possible; perhaps Moscow does not want a set- 
tlement at all. We can never be sure, however, 
unless the possibility of a new approach has 
been actively explored. Surely the exploration 
is preferable to an intellectual rigidity wedded 
to old formulas that have produced only per- 
petual conflict. Surely a fresh look at the 
German problem is better than blindly deepen- 
ing the division of Europe with missile bases 
bristling along the border.

Art, Politics and a Painter 

To what extent do art and politics mix? To 
what extent may art be judged by political 
standards? 

The questions are raised by the death of Diego 
Rivera, the burly Mexican painter, who spent 
a good part of his life trying to make individ- 
ualism and Communism mix, a more difficult 
trick even than making oil and water mix. 
Rivera never quite brought it off, being in and 
out of the party, and following now the party 
line and now expounding his personal views. 

Cartooning is the one vehicle for politics in 
the graphic arts, and men like Daumier raised 
it to a very high artistic level. Some of the 
murals in which Rivera extolled the prom- 
ises and achievements of Communism and the 
glory of its leaders were cartoons of a high 
order. But when he painted a portrait of Lenin 
into a Rockefeller Center mural, he simply was 
being obstreperous. 

Rivera was not always political, nor always 
obstreperous. He did some wonderful wall 
paintings—the one in the Detroit Museum 
of Art comes to mind—which are marvels of 
tight composition and brilliant color. Such 
paintings are representational of course, but 
only by the most tenuous reasoning can they be 
called essays in controversy. 

That a work of art should, somehow, reflect 
the artist's proclivities is inevitable. This be- 
ing true, it may be said that in the final analysis 
Rivera cared considerably less for politics than 
he did for form and color. As for his critics, 
would one who does not share the belief in, say, 
the Virgin Birth exclude the Annunciations and 
Nativities of the great Italian masters from 
the realm of art?

Seeking to Break a Deadlock 
The red-carpet visit of King Mohammed V 
of Morocco is more than a “good will” affair 
which will gratify his desire to see a chain- 
store and talk a bit about economic aid and 
American bases in his country. 


The main point of the talks is sure to be the 
offer he made with Premier Bourguiba of Tu- 
enisia to mediate the French-Algerian war, 
which was rejected out of hand by Premier 
Gaillard. This action now has been condemned 
by his own Radical Socialist party which urged, 
instead, that France take the initiative in peace 
talks. | 

So the position of the King and Bourguiba 
has been strengthened by moderate French poli- 
ticians. And that opens the possibility that 
Washington, perhaps in conjunction with Lon- 
don, may find a way of inducing Paris to re- 
consider the mediation offer. 

It is important to the United States and to 
Britain that instead of standing by while an- 
other trouble-spot develops in the Arab world, 
they should do all they can to uphold Arab lead- 
ers truly friendly to the West. Bourguiba and 
King Mohammed are such men. Further, if 
these two can help to bring about a reasonable 
settlement of the Algerian struggle, France her- 
self will be the chief beneficiary. 

French pride, of course, is involved. But 
the responsible leaders of France know that 
there is no British-American “plot” afoot to 
take over from France in North Africa. They 
also know that the stubborn stand on Algeria 
is a reluctant concession to a minority for the 
sake of maintaining a government. Yet the 

\device threatens to be self-defeating. If two 
governments fall within 18 months—and the

“barely a month ago—the National Assembly 
would be dissolved and elections would be held. 
Governments should not reach into the inter- 


nal affairs of other nations, yet those affairs

United States. Deputy Defense Secretary Donald 
A. Quarles said that our lag behind Soviet 
Russia is inconsequential and, at the other end, 
Maj. Gen. John A. Medaris; head of the Army 
Ballistic Missile Agency, ‘said we are far behind. 

Dr. Teller, often referred to as the father of 
the hydrogen bomb, warned that if both coun- 
tries maintain their pres@ént rate of missile de- 
velopment “there is no doubt that Russia will 
leave us behind—and ’way behind.” He also had 
a pithy bit of information and comment on 
another point: “I would not suggest the Rus 
sians caught up with us because they stole 
secrets. They caught up with us because they 
worked harder.” 

Moscow’s lead in the missiles race indicates 
that the Russians know as much about rockets as 
we do, or more, and for that reason secrecy 
means less than it did. Dr. Teller emphasized 
this when he testified that co-operation and 
sharing of secrets with the NATO countries and 
our other allies would accelerate progress in 
the Western development of missiles and other 
scientific advances. 

Dr. Teller’s long record in the field of science 
gives special weight to his opinion that Mos- 
cow has or soon will have intercontinental 
ballistic missiles that could hit a major city in 
this country with pinpoint accuracy. 

There has been a strong hint of partisanship 
in some of the Democratic and Republican 
charges growing out of the missile situation. 
Dr. Teller got into one field of this when he 
testified concerning the lag in missiles develop- 
ment that ensued between 1946 and 1951. 

As he expressed it, the United States could 
have decided to proceed at full speed with mis- 
siles development in 1946 but there was extreme 
doubt at that time that an effective long-range 
missile could be developed. Several years later, 
when the value of such a rocket could be demon- 
strated, the United States speeded up. But it was 
too late by then to make up for lost time, as he 
saw it. His opinion should be valid on this point. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that the hearing 
will continue without partisanship and rancor 
in the dispassionate pattern that Dr. Teller has 
set. What is wanted from this hearing is a study 
of the record that will show wherein we went 
astray and how to avoid similar mistakes. 
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One Breakfast From Ankara 


The breakfasts flown from Kalamazoo to 
Manchester for 40 Englishmen as a sample of 
how Americans start the day sound delicious, 
but they were not the Great American Break- 
fast. They were rank impostures, and are 
hereby denounced as such. 

Sausage, eggs, buckwheat cakes, maple syrup, 
apple juice, coffee and (ugh) vitamin pills are 
not only “a bit too much” for the Englishmen. 
They are also quite a bit too much for 
Americans. 

Most of us would choose either the eggs or 
the cakes, and none of us, we sincerely trust, 
would choose vitamin pills. To the contrary, 
the Great American Breakfast consists of orange 
or tomato juice, two eggs fried sunnyside up or 
over lightly, bacon (three slices in Missouri, 
five in Wyoming), toast and coffee. 

Some Americans vary this menu with salt 
mackerel, kippered herring, quail, chitterlings, 
and other such delights, but mostly Americans 
eat the G.A.B. instead of anything else as mat- 
ter-of-factly as they get out of bed at that hour 
instead of climbing in. 

So to our way of thinking our country is not 
in the best possible position for exerting inter- 
national leadership at the global breakfast 
table. Instead, it is in a rut. 

We would rather see a few Great Breakfasts 
flown in from Paris and Bangkok, Buenos Aires 
and Johannesburg, to some American city. 
That, we think, could measurably broaden the 
horizons of the matutinal tablecloth, and right 
where it can use the most broadening, too.

Sterile Approach to the Meramec 

The “neutral” stand taken by the County 
League of Municipalities on Meramec river flood 
control runs contrary to the best interests of all 
the county’s towns and of all their people. 

The League now is officially neutral on both 
the Army Engineers plan for three high dams and 
the conservancy district proposal. Evidently it 
does not understand the county-wide implica- 
tions of downstream flood protection. 

Judging by potential tax income alone, the 
League certainly ought to be intensely inter- 
ested in seeing this area of the county devel- 
oped, which of course implies a positive attitude 
toward flood protection. The $50,000,000 Chrys- 
ler assembly plant soon to be thrown up near 
Valley Park may very weil be only the first of 
several similar developments. Satellite indus- 
tries may desire to move in close to Chrysler 
provided they can be assured their capital in- 
vestment in plant won't be jeopardized every 
time the Meramec rises ont of its banks. 

The Chrysler operation ought to produce 
about $1500 in taxes to St. Louis county for 
every penny of the county's tax rate. If the 
plant had been in place this year, county tax 
collections would have risen by $133,500. This 
would have helped finance county services with- 
in the municipalities—the parcel-by-parcel reas- 
sessment, for instance. That would have meant 
money in the pockets of municipal taxpayers. 

Apart from this very real dollar value to the 
whole county, two other important considera- 
tions are present. One is the necessity of pro- 
tecting residents in the valley from periodic 


floods; the other is the exciting possibility of | 


developing a great metropolitan playground on 
the Meramec. 

Flood control is absolutely essential to all of 
these purposes. The Army Engineers want to 
tackle the job. They have a carefully prepared 
plan, they have the organization to implement 
it, and they have access to funds. They need 
at least a minimum of encouragement from the 
people who would benefit. 

Instead of adopting a neutral attitude, the 
organization~of county municipalities Gught to 
be vigorously ufging a “on the one plan 
that is ready to go—the Army Engineéts’ plan.

Judge John J. Parker, of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, on 
several occasions has made it clear 
that the Supreme Court’s ruling in 
the Brown case was against discrim- 
ination of the races in school enroll- 
ments but did not demand integration 
per se. The ruling which he signed 
to bring about the latest development 
in the Prince Edward county segrega-

The situation calls for no mirth. 
For what Mr. Stanley said was as 
forlorn as it was wishful. Not only 
can Negroes not be expected to spon- 
sor or to accept any arrangement of 
voluntary segregation, but the state— 
that part of the state which is white— 
has no channel for arguing the plaus- 
ibility of it to them.

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Between Book Ends 


Why They Spied 
THE ART OF SPYING, by Ronald Seth. 

(Philosophical, 183 pet $6.) 

This book is about five spies whose 
careers illustrate the fact that spies 
are people of any type having a com- 
mon denominator of a very strong 
personal discipline. 

Alexander Foote was the “incon- 
spicuous” spy who blended with -his 
background of a good guy in Switzer- 
land, an Englishman by birth, a Major 
in the Red Army intelligence service 
in 1947. Richard Sorge, the most fa- 
mous of the five, a German by birth, 
was the “exhibitionist” type who lived 
loudly and lecherously in Tokyo. 

Isaac Trebitsch-Lincoln’s hatred for 
England led him into the no-man’s 
land of selling information to the 
highest bidder. Countess Krystyna 
Skarben delivered information which 
greatly aided the Allied cause and 
was given the George Medal, too 
small an expression of gratitude from 
a nation such as England. The author 
calls this woman the “unwanted her- 
oine.” Anna-Marie Walters, “the cour- 
ier,” did her best work in company 
with others. 

With professional objectivity the 
author admires the work accomplished 
against great obstacles and does not 
cast a moral viewpoint on the activi- 
ties or the motives of the spies in- 
volved. 

As to motive, Mr. Seth contends 
that people usually turn to spying be- 
cause of deep affection or hate and 
this, usually, of a country, though not 
uncommonly of a person. Money doe 
not stand very high as an inducement 
to spying, at least in the professional 
ranks. Governments seem to want 
more fundamental motivation for their 
agents in order to believe them. 

Mr. Seth's book is readable and 
interesting. His viewpoint is purpose- 
ly limited—spying is an art almost 
anybody can perform given the proper 
circumstances—and these five illus- 
trations explain this theme. But at 
the end of the book one feels that 
more was left unsaid than was war- 
ranted by the subject matter or the 
price.

This year 
it was in Kansas City. 


“Under the new plan there 
would be about six regional 
qualifying tournaments,” So- 
banski continued. “This 
would have the advantage of 
getting the strong teams 
from both the East and West 
Coasts to enter. At Kansas 
City there were none of the 
strong teams from California 
or the New York-New Jersey 
area because of the travel 
expenses involved. Under a 
regional plan these costs 
would be negligible and we'd 
have a more representative 
field. 


“After one team had qual- 
ified in each section, the 
four to six finalists would 
then meet for a round-robin 
of match play,” said the 
B.P.A.A. official, “and the 
winner would be a team 
which won entirely on its 
own merits, with alley con- 
ditions playing little part.” 


Incidentally, Sobanski out- 
lined his new plan before the 
match between the Reserves 
and Falstaffs got under way, 
so there were no partciular 
teams he had in mind. His 
idea mainly is to eliminate 
the home-and-home aspect of 
the national tournament. 

“An added advantage of 
such a plan would be the 
fact that some of the smaller 
cities—in the 100,000 popu- 
lation class or under—could 
occasionally be used for the 
finals,’ Sobanski pointed out. 
“The team round-robin play 
could be held in any accept- 
able house of 12 lanes or 
more. I know that our at- 
tendance would be at capac- 
ity in such a community be- 
cause it would be more of an 
event to the people there.” 

Before any change can be 
made in the team tourna- 
ment format, the bowling 
proprietors will have to vote 
approval at their . annual 
meeting next spring.

Education... 


WHO ARE ‘TODAY 


CAPITALISTS? 


HAT AMERICAN COLLEGE and university 
teachers are underpaid is not a novel obser- 
vation. But what has happened to the eco- 
nomic status of their profession can be put in more 
candid terms. As far as financial incentives are con- 
cerned, we have virtually socialized the academic pro- 
Session. Teaching has become such a poorly paid 
career, with so little prospect of material reward for 
outstanding performance, that it simply does not 
attract enough highly qualified young men and 
women. 

Ironically, the Soviet Union has deliberately and 
successfully used capitalist incentives to improve tts 
educational system. Although the Russians show an 
utter disregard of civil liberties, they pay their 
teachers well and confer on them all the prestige and 
privileges that Soviet society can offer. Russian pro- 
fessors, together with party officials and scientists, 
have become the privileged upper class of a sup- 
posedly classless society. 


Incentives to be a teacher 


To be a college teacher requires high intellectual 
competence and long, sometimes costly, formal 
training. Aside from the appeal of academic life, 
what incentive does college teaching offer bright 
young men and women? 

In the U.S., the average faculty salary is little more 
than the average income of industrial workers. Accord- 
ing to the National Education Association, the aver- 
age faculty salary is about $5,240. College instruc- 
tors receive $4,100, associate professors $5,730 and 
full professors $7,100. The average income of U. S. 
factory workers in 1956 was $4,580. 

Actually, workers in many industries—steel, auto- 
mobile and petroleum, for example—earn more on 
the average than college teachers. And skilled work- 
ers often earn more than full professors at some of 
our colleges and universities. 

In Russia, on the other hand, the young Soviet grad- 
uate can see that 1t pays—and pays very well—to choose 
teaching as a career. The head of a department in a 
Russian university can command a salary of about 
6,000 rubles a month.* This is about eight times the 
income of the average Russian worker, who earns 
750 rubles a month. 

The Russian professor comes off very well in 
terms of what his income will buy. It has been esti- 
mated that, based on Soviet consumption patterns, 
6,000 rubles a month is worth about $7,200 a year— 
or higher than the average professor’s salary in the 
U. S. Of course, it is difficult to compare living 
standards in two countries as different as the U. S. 
and Russia. But particularly in the field of science— 
where the salaries can run to 15,000 or more rubles 
a moiith—it is clear that the Soviet professor enjoys

a higher real income than that offered his American 
counterpart by a much more prosperous economy, 


Incentives to be a good teacher 


Russia also offers much higher premiums than the U.S. 
to those who attain distinction in teaching. Teachers at 
the university level earn significantly more than 
teachers in high schools, and university instructors 
can look forward to a sharply progressive rise in 
earning power as they advance to higher positions. 
The spread between the income of a full professor 
and the lowest academic position is greater than 
fiftegn to one. In addition, full professors can earn 
a healthy bonus if they are elected to membership 
in the Russian Academy of Sciences. 

In the U. S., by contrast, full professors on the 
average earn less than twice as much as beginning 
instructors. And many college professors earn less 
than public school teachers in large cities. Even a 
full professor’s pay does not compare with earnings 
in other professions or in positions in industry re- 
quiring similar training. The point was well sum- 
marized in a recent speech by Marion B. Folsom, 
Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare: “It is 
nothing short of a national disgrace that we are 
discouraging people who want to teach by offering 
salaries that are far below the levels justified by 
their training and far below the levels which others 
are willing to pay.” 

Our colleges and universities, as well as our teach- 


ers, find themselves in a serious predicament. Faced 
with a shortage of both funds and teachers, they 
cannot reward distinguished performances. Limited 
resources for salary increases have gone predomi- 
nantly to the lower ranks, so that an adequate num- 
ber of teachers could be retained. Meanwhile, poten- 
tially fine teachers are being siphoned off into better 
paid occupations. 

The shabby treatment of our teachers threatens to 
undermine, not only our educational standards, but 
our free enterprise system itself. There is the recent 
example of a liberal arts college which discovered 
that five of its graduating seniors were being offered 
starting salaries higher than those paid any of their 
professors. It would be surprising if experiences like 
this did not place a strain on the enthusiasm with 
which these professors deal with some key aspects 
of American capitalism. 

Also important is the role education is playing in 
the cold war with the Soviet Union. The Russians 
have made great strides in raising the quality of 
their education—particularly in science and engi- 
neering. Both the number and the technical calibre 
of their graduates are impressive, as recent Soviet 
achievements testify. These successes owe much to 
the generous economic treatment the Russians have 
given their teaching profession. 


A standard for faculty pay 


Earlier editorials in this series have outlined various 
ways American business can help relieve the finan- 
cial plight of our colleges and universities. They have 
suggested that private contributions to higher edu- 
cation should average at least $400 million a year 
over the next ten years if faculty salaries are to be 
raised to adequate levels and our colleges are to be 
able to meet increasing operating costs. 

Another standard for raising faculty salaries pro- 
posed by an American businessman is this: ““When 
a teacher’s income gets up to a point where you will 
suggest to your boy that he ought to give some 
thought to teaching as a profession, then we may be 
approaching the right figure.” 

Russia clearly has set her teaching salaries well above 
the “‘right’”’ figure. We are nowhere near it. What this 
adds up to is that the Communists—not we—have 
become the shrewd capitalists in the vital field of 
education.

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The John D. Hertz Return-the-Wealth Plan 


Poor Immigrant Who Made a Fortune Decides to Use It for Scholarships to Train More U.S. Engineers

NEW YORK, Nov. 26. 


JOHN D. HERTZ, who start- 
ed life in this country as a 
penniless immigrant newsboy 
hawking papers on the streets 
of Chicago and worked his way 
up to multi-millionaire invest- 
ment banker, is giving most of 
his vast fortune back to Amer- 
ica. 

Concerned about the fact 
that the United States is lag- 
ging behind Soviet Russia in 
the training of mechanical and 
electrical engineers, Hertz an- 
nounced recently that he was 
allocating the greater part of 
his wealth, running into many 
millions of dollars, to a scholar- 
ship fund for the training of 
thousands of young American 
men and women in the science 
of modern engineering with 
the hope of offsetting the ad- 
vances in Russian technology. 

“I had for some years been 
looking for a way to show my 
gratitude and love for Amer- 
ica,” the 79-year-old philan- 
thropist explained recently in 
the study of his Fifth avenue 
home. “Then one day I read in 
the paper that Russia was turn- 
ing out 100 per cent more 
mechanical and electrical--en- 
gineers than the United States. 
It gave me a ‘olt—and also 
an idea.” 

Hertz decided that per- 
haps he could give his mil- 
lions to~a scholarship fund 
for the training of American 
engineers, He discussed the 
idea with 14 of his friends, 
all leaders in various fields 
of endeavor, including nu- 
clear scientist Dr. Edwayd 
Teller. The enthusiasm was 
tremendous. And the erst- 
while immicrant newsboy 
£rown to millionaire had the 
solution for his problem of 
how to return his wealth to 
the country that had allowed 
him to make it “in a manner 
that would benefit America 
most.” 

Once his decision was made, 
Hertz lost no time in estab- 
lishing the fund. He persuaded 
Floyd B. Odlum, head of the 
Atlas Corp. to take over the 
presidency and to serve as 
fund trustees such men as Dr. 
Edward Teller; J. Edgar Hoov- 
er, director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation: Robert 
Lehman, head of Lehman 
Brothers, inyestment bankers; 
Victor Emanuel, chairman of 
the board of Avco Manufactur- 
ing Corp.; Leonard Florsheim, 
Chicago industrialist, and Ar- 
thur Hancock, successful Ken- 
tucky breeder and agricultur- 
ist 

Two weeks before Sputnik

earth, sufficient progress had 
been made on Hertz’s plan to 
allow public announcement of 
“The Fanny K. and John D. 
Hertz Engineering Scholarship 
Fund.” 

“With the exception of rea- 
sonable provision for his chil- 
dren,” the announcement said 
that Hertz plans to devote to 
the funds all the fortune that 
he and Mrs. Hertz possess or 
control.

see the fund get going,” 
Hertz smiled. “You see we 
may not have too many years 
to live and we want to see 
how some of these young 
engineers who receive schol- 
arships get along.” 

Hertz has selected his per- 
sonal friends to direct the ap- 
plication of the fund because 
he hopes that “this venture

Breen, who is one of about 
200 persons in the United 
States with an I. Q. close to 


200, did four years’ work and 
got a B. A. degree at Johns 
Hopkins University in one 
year. He also was named 
“Genius of the Month” by the 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Geniuses, a serious 
organization with an off-beat 
name. 

A science teacher, Mrs. 
Rosalyn Switzen, founded the 
society, now spansored by the 
National Communications Lab- 
oratories, in August. The so- 
ciety’s 54 members include two 
housewives, three reception- 
ists, two secretaries, one poet 


and two-and-a-half geniuses. 
The “half” belongs but does 
not attend meetings. 


“We can't sell science to the 
public under a serious name,” 
says Mrs. Switzen. “Actually 
we hope to incorporate with 
an established scientific or- 
ganization. We believe there's 
a bit of genius in everyone, 
but the trend is to smother 
genius with conformity. We 
want to help handicapped in- 
tellectuals.” 

Breen aims to campaign for 
a special school for geniuses 
as well as to enlarge his own 
Lonely Genius Club. 

“It isn’t a gag, and I'm not 
a crack pot,” he said, display- 
ing a Phi Beta Kappa key.

Three 
days after we izrrived in Chi- 
cago my aunt had taught me 
to say in English, ‘Please buy 
papers’ and I was out on the 
streets making money.” 


Times were hard for the 
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Hertz family and at the age of 

11, the boy who was to become 
a millionaire ran away from 
home. 

“!l sold my school books for 
$2.10 and went to the Waif's 
Mission and Newsboys Home 
and told them I was an or- 
phan,” Hertz recalls. “With 
the money from my schdol- 
books I bought papers and 
peddled them.” , 

AT THE AGE of 12, he went 
to work on a Chicago newspaper 
as a copy boy and later became 
a sports reporter on the old Chi- 
cago Morning Record. Married 
in 1903, he later took a job 
as an automobile salesman, 
went into the auto livery and 
taxi business and in 1915 
founded the Yellow Cab Co. 
in Chicago, which in time not 
only operated taxicabs but 
manufactured and sold 90 per 
cent of all the cabs used in 
the United States outside New 
York City. 

With a genius .for handling 
anything connected with trans- 
portation, Hertz next estab- 
lished the Chicago Motor 
Coach Co. and the Peoples 
Motorbus Co. of St. Louis and 
formed the Omnibus Corp. of 
America by a merger of the 
Fifth Avenue Coach Co. and 
the Chicago Motor Coach Co. 
He also founded the Hertz car 
rental system and in 1934 be- 
came a partner in Lehman 
Bros., investment banking firm. 

In World War I, Herts 
was an adviser to the Secre- 
tary of War on transport re- 
organization and in World 
War II was a Spécial As- 
sistant Secretary of War, re- 
ceiving a decoration for dis- 
tinguished service. 

Recently retired from ac- 
tive life, Hertz and his wife 
have devoted themselves to. 
breeding and racing thorough- 
bred horses. They recently 
disposed of their show farm 
at Cary, Ill., and have sold 
all but 10 acres of their great 
Amarillo Ranch in California. 
They have three children, 
Mrs. J. M. Saks, Mrs. Paul L. 
Hexter and John D. Hertz Jr., 
and one grandchild. 

Six feet tall, spare, hand- 
some and healthy, John Hertz 


at 79 is keen of mind. An ex. 
tremely modest man, he has 
been aware more than many 
other self-made American im- 
migrants that he owed his suc- 
cess “more to the opportunities 
provided by Anftrica” than to 
his own efforts and abilities. 

“It is my hope in establish- 

ing a fund for the training of 
American engineers that oth- 
er men with wealth will do 
the same thing, set up funds 
for the training of young 
men and women in other 
lines that would be a help to 
the United States,” Herts ex- 
plained. “And it is my parti- 
cular hope especially that 
those of foreign birth who 
enjoy this great country of 
ours will see their way clear 
to help young people who 
are willing to help our coun- 
try and who on their own 
could not secure the neces- 
sary education.” 

Hertz emphasizes that his 
setting up of the fund for the 
training of engineers is not “a 
do-good effort” aimed at help- 
ing individuals, as such. 

“I'm interested in helping 
only the United States of 
America,” he said firmly. “As 
far as I know this fund is the 
only one that requires all those 
receiving aid from the fund to 
pledge themselves to serve the 
United States Government at 
any time they may be called 
upon. If a man is educated 
under this fund, he has to an- 
swer the Government's call 
even if he is 50 at the time 
the calls comes. If he doesn't 
answer it, he has tq pay the 
money back to the fund.”

Night Court Scene 


THE PARADE IS SLOW and solemn and sad... . 
The court clerk calls the actors. They come before 
the bench in ones and twos and, like candy in a box, they 
are of assorted sizes and color and nuttiness. They average 
Stee oe: 120 seconds on the stage 
~ and, in this brief mo- 
ment, they show contri- 
tion or indignation, con- 
tempt or fright. They 
leave the stage to go 
home, or to jail, or to a 

bail bondsman. 

This is Night Court. It 
is New York's oldest 
story and the only one 
which has been running 
for 30 years with the 
same script. Admission 
is free and the big stone 
room is jammed. 

Many of the onlookers 
in the pews are young 
couples who haven't the 
price of a movie. They 
come to look and to 
laugh. The older ones 
fidget, shrugging their 
coats from their shoul- 
ders and studying the big dim chandeliers overhead. These 
are relatives of prisoners. They have a stake in what hap- 
pens tonight. They are hoping.

When the judges comes in, everyone rises. 
Everyone studies the alien face over the black 
robe. They look for bitterness. There is none. The 
Chief Magistrate himself —John Murtagh — has 
taken the bench. He will supervise this legal 
conveyor belt and he is known as a man of mercy 
unless he thinks the prisoner has contempt for 
the law. Then he is as tough as a 25-cent steak. 


>» THE JUDGE is young, has brown curly hair, a rich 
smile, the querulous voice of an altar boy who just missed 
making the tenor section. He is a good family man, good 
lawyer, a practical politician and a social worker with deep 
feelings of compassion for alcoholics and prostitutes. 


The first two prisoners are girls. They come from 
Puerto Rico. The charge is shoplifting a $79.90 coat. Two 
policewomen, with badges on their fur collars, tell the 
story. The judge learns that the girl who refuses to raise 
her head is 18. He sends both to Adolescent Court. The 
young one weeps silently. 

The bailiff calls the name of a policeman. He steps 
forward in civilian attire, a lumberjacket, slacks and a 
badge, and four men step forward with him. All are gray, 
all in their forties and fifties. The charge is drunk and 
disorderlyf The bailiff places their records before the 
judge. Each prisoner stands with hands clasped behind 
back. 

Each is overly polite. “Yes, judge, your honor.” “No 
sir, judge, your honor.” They know that this man holds 
the whip hand. His final ‘words will tell them how long 
it will be until the next drink. 


“What have you to say?” the judge says to 
one named Ryan. The man, in seedy threadbare 
topcoat, runs a hand through bushy white hair. 
“What can I say?” he says in exasperation. The 
judge says sternly: “You have spent most of this 
year behind bars for drinking.” 

“Yes,” Ryan shouts, “and last year too.” 

“All right. Hart’s Island for 30 days.” 

“Thank you, your honor,” Mr. Ryan says. “I 
respect the court.” 


> THERE WAS a well-dressed man who was charged 
with non-support. He couldn't send money to the mouse 
he married, but he had money for a lawyer and he wore 
a $5 tie. Bail was $250. Then there was a dark middle-aged 
man who was charged with standing on a street corner 
and hugging and. kissing passing women. He was sober 
now, and he looked as though he wanted to melt into the 
floor. 

A boy of 21 was charged with vagrancy. He had a 
strong manly face and blue-black curly hair. “How do you 
plead?” the bailiff said as the magistrate signed some 
court orders.

How Long Will He Live? 


. DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: Because my husband is a 
doctor I can’t come to him with this question: what are 
his chances for living long after a coronary attack? He 
had a thrombosis four months ago. Neither can I ask his 
colleagues. Will you give me a straight-from-the-shoulder 
answer? Thank you. Mrs. X. 


ANSWER: I would not be fair even in inti- 
mating that coronary disease is not serious. On 
the other hand, the profession has long ago 
gotten over the belief that a coronary patient has 
“only a few years to go.” 


Here are some findings reported in the British Medi- 
eal Journal by Dr. J. N. Morris and associates: Of 252 


male practitioners who had coronary thrombosis, 49 per 
cent survived five years, and 35 per cent survived 10 
years after the initial attack. When they calculated their 
results from those surviving the first seven days after 
their attack, they found that 70 per cent survived five 
years and 50 per cent survived 10 years. About 76 per 
eent of the survivors of the first month lived five years. 

If you are a betting woman, Mrs. X, you can readily 
see that the odds are in favor of your husband living on 
quite a few years. I might mention many patients of my 
own (and of colleagues personally known to myself) who 
lived 15-20 years after an attack of coronary thrombosis.

Soble Relates How Secret Police Official Tracked Him Down When He Took Austrian Holiday

confessed Soviet spy Jack 
Soble tells the secrets of an 
espionage ring in the United 
States of which he was a 
leader for 15 years.

A SOVIET AGENT is like 
a wooden-headed puppet. 

His every move is controlled 
by his hidden masters. He is 
not permitted to think for him- 
self. His life is never his own 
—and woe to him who forgets 
this basic Communist principle. 
Vacation is a dirty capitalistic 
word. , 


For momentarily forgetting 
these ABC’s of Communist 
philosophy, I was brought 
sharply to task one day in Au- 
gust 1950, by my Soviet super- 
ior. My mistake was in think- 
ing I could take some time off 
from the espionage duties to 
which I had been assigned to 
supervise. 


I was feeling pretty good. My 
bosses in. Moscow apparently 
were happy with the reports 
I was funneling to them on a 
variety of assignments—names 
of refugees going to the United 
States, identities of American 
intelligence and counter-intel- 
ligence agents, etc. 


Jane and George Zlatovski, 
two of my best agents, had 
been working hard, drinking 
hard, fraternizing with Amer- 
icans in sensitive posts while 
siphoning off secrets. 

When my wife, Myra, ar- 
rived in Paris from the United 
States with our son, Larry, 10, 
to join me, I thought it would 
be a good idea for all of us 
to relax and take a month's 
vacation. 

Accordingly, together with 
the Zlatovskis, we rented a 
small house in a village near 
Deauville, France. We were 
there about a week When I re- 
ceived a telephone call from 
Hollywood producer Boris 
Morros, who at the time was 
my courier, and unknown to 
me, a counterspy for the FBI. 

Morros, with whom I had 
left my address, told me he 
was vacationing in Bad Gad- 
stein, Austria. He described it 
in glowing terms, said it was 
much cheaper and better than 
our resort town and persuaded 
us to come to Bad Gadstein.

It contained a vocabulary of 17 
words used in every possible construction, artfully 
varied so a child could not memorize but had to 
know the words. 


TRUE, the context is not such as to challenge the 
adult imagination or hold auult interest. The plot is 
rather predictable, and the construction rivals Hemingway 
in simplicity. However, “Look at Dick and Jane, oh see 
Puff, funny funny Puff, funny Dick” was not written to 
charm experienced readers. Its readers are elated by 
their own ability to make something out of those hitherto 
mystifying hieroglyphics. Our first grader zipped through 
it with as much enthusiasm as any bibliophile on “My Fa- 
vorite Reading.” 

Moreover, our first grader has learned, not just sight 
reading—for no one can learn all the words there are, says 
his teacher—but phonics, as well. At the breakfast and 
dinner table, we “sound” words on every package, wrapper 
and calendar in sight. He does that well, too. 


NOW, OF COURSE, every mother is willing to admit 
that her child is brilliant, but quite truthfully, ours seems 
no more advanced than others in his class, and the other 
parents are just as pleased over the progress. Many of 
us admit to a feeling of, “What's all the shouting been 
about?” Perhaps the answer is that good results come 
from good teachers and good schools, regardless of methods.

$1,000,000 Idea From the Kids

NEW YORK, Nov. 26 (AP). 

SOMETIMES IT PAYS to 
spend. a little time with the 
kids. 


An hour devoted to helping 
two of his four children has 
set Martin Umanoff, 32-year- 
old industrial designer, on the 
road to becoming a millionaire. 

One evening last December 
his two daughters, Laurie, 8 
years old, and Sandee, 7, came 
to him and said: 


“Daddy, we're trying to learn 
to tell time, but it’s too hard. 
Can you help us?” 

The problem intrigued 
Umanoff, a former Air Force 
sergeant. Puzzles had _ inter- 
ested him since childhood, 
much of which he had spent in 
a wheelchair as the result of a 
polio attack. 


With crayons, cardboard and 
thumb tacks he invented a 
new-type clock within half an 
hour. The left side was 
clearly marked “Before,” the 
right side “After.” The hour 
numbers and hour hand were 
red. The minute hand and 
numbers in blue. 

Using his simplified clock 
he taught his children to tell 
time in 15 minutes. 

“We have since found that 
any child, even as young as 4, 
who can read numbers up to 
30 can learn to tell time in a 
few minutes,” Umanoff said. 

His children took the work- 
ing model of his clock to 
school the next day. The 
teachers immediately asked for 
more. Within a few weeks 
Umanoff made and distributed 
1000 free. 

Then a school principal told 
him: 

“Your clocks are a wonderful 
idea, but children need to learn 
more than simply how to tell 
time. They need something to 
teach them. the importance of 
time.” 

Umanoff’s answer was to cre- 
ate a cartoon character called 
Terry Tell Time, a half-imp, 
half-child in a Tyrolean hat.
